DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action responds to the amendment in paper no. 23 filed on 3/15/2004. 

Acknowledgment 

1. The amendment in paper no. 23, filed on 3/15/2004, responding to the Office 
action in paper no. 21, mailed on 12/15/2003, has been entered. The present Office 
action is made with all the suggested amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, 
pending in this Office action are claims 1, 3, 5-10, and 15. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-10, and 15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the references of record shows or can be fairly combined to render 
obvious an overlay target for reducing residue therein from processes for forming 
semiconductor devices on a wafer comprising four rectangular elongated registration 
features defining the overlay target, each of the four registration features including a 
series of substantially vertically extending laterally continuous raised lines originating at 
the bottom surface of the registration feature and a series of trenches between the

raised lines within the registration feature, wherein the four rectangular registration 
features define a continuous perimeter of a rectangle.
